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Protests as new badger cull is confirmed 


AS THE Department of Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs announce additional li¬ 
censes to cull badgers in West Dorset, the 
Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) is showing its 
objection to the plans and supporting broad¬ 
caster Simon King’s petition for them to be 
withdrawn. 

Mr King, president emeritus of the 47 trusts 
across the country, is calling on the government to 
stop expanding the badger cull across the county 
and DWT are urging as many people as possible 
to sign it. 

DWT has already started a vaccination pro¬ 
gramme on its nature reserves in areas which are 
close to its livestock in West Dorset and is con¬ 
cerned at the prospect of disturbance to badger 
populations that culling is known to bring. 

Dr Simon Cripps, DWT chief executive, said: 
“As owners of livestock ourselves, we have every 
sympathy with farmers who lose cattle as a result 
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of bovine tuberculosis, however, culling badgers 
is not the way to solve this problem and the gov¬ 
ernment know it. 

“Dorset’s wildlife and our county’s farmers are 
both too important for government to be issuing 
this wrong and ill-conceived advice, and so de¬ 
serve better. Not only is government not giving ad¬ 
vice based on sound, credible science, they are 


building up expectations that this could succeed 
and causing serious divisions within communities. 

“Through the petition we are calling on govern¬ 
ment to stick to evidence based decisions, to stop 
wasting public money on something that performs 
no public service, and to give genuine support to 
the farming industry and wildlife by implementing 
a cattle vaccine - cattle are already vaccinated for 
up to 16 other diseases - and associated trade 
agreements just as other countries have done. 

“There is overwhelming support from rural and 
urban communities for stopping this cull and the 


bad advice that needlessly perpetuates it.” 

The additional licences for badger control will 
cover parts of Herefordshire, Gloucestershire, 
Cornwall, Devon and Dorset and are part of the 
government’s 25-year strategy to eradicate the dis¬ 
ease. 

Farming minister George Eustice said: “Our 
comprehensive strategy to eradicate bovine TB in 
England is delivering results, with more than half 
the country on track to be free of the disease by the 
end of this parliament. 

“Bovine TB has a devastating impact on farms, 
which is why we are taking strong action to erad¬ 
icate this disease, including tighter cattle controls, 
improved biosecurity and badger control measures 
in areas where the disease is rife. 

“The veterinary advice and the experience of 
other countries is clear - we will not be able to 
eradicate this disease unless we also tackle the 
reservoir of the disease in the badger population 
as well as cattle.” 

The Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs reports that bovine TB costs taxpay¬ 
ers £100million every year and England has the 
highest incidence of the disease in Europe. 

It states that in 2015 alone, over 28,000 cattle had 
to be slaughtered in England to control the disease, 
causing devastation and distress for farmers and 
rural communities. 

Nigel Gibbens, the UK’s chief veterinary officer, 
said: “Action to prevent infection of cattle from 
significant reservoirs of TB infection in local bad¬ 
ger populations is an essential part of the govern¬ 
ment’s 25-year strategy to eradicate bovine TB in 
England. 

“Proactive badger control is currently the best 
available option and the licensing of further areas 
is necessary to realise disease control benefits at 
regional rather than at local levels.”

• HOW did you and Neville come to run the 
Hunter's Lodge? 

Neville has been in catering all his life after starting 
out in The Alexandra Hotel when he was just 16. He 
built up his experience in a number of local hotels and 
restaurants before being offered the chance to man¬ 
age the Cobb Arms in 2011. At this time our children 
were both very young so I didn't play a role in the pub. 
However, when the opportunity arose to move to the 
Hunter's Lodge in 2013 we decided to take the chal¬ 
lenge. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about running the pub and 
restaurant? 

I had no previous experience at all of working in a pub 
or restaurant and I never realised the commitment it 
would entail; I don't know anyone with a life quite like 
ours - because it is a way of life as opposed to a job. 
But I love people and I love talking! No two days are 
the same; you never know who is going to step 
through the door and that's what makes it so interest¬ 
ing.

It features all the slapstick and comedy and 
you would expect from a traditional panto, not forget¬ 
ting the characters we all love such as the charismatic 
panto dame and the loveable village idiot. 

• IS there still time to get involved? 

Yes! Although auditions for main characters took 
place yesterday we are still really keen to welcome 
new members to our Chorus; I always maintain the 
chorus is a great place to start if you have never taken 
part in a show before but would like to try. 
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The support of the other people in the chorus gives 
you confidence and you get to enjoy the thrill of per¬ 
forming without the worry about having to remember 
lines or sing on your own! 

We are also always keen to hear from people who 
would be interested in helping backstage, or with the 
building of set/scenery. Palmers Brewery have been 
kind enough in the past few years to allow Micheala 
Demkiw, Lorraine Knowles and I to use the empty skit¬ 
tle alley at the Angel Inn to paint our scenery in 
through the winter months. However, with plans for 
regeneration on the cards there, we are not sure how 
much longer we are able to use it so we are seeking 
somewhere dry, and preferably with electricity where 
we could paint - we'd love to hear from anyone who 
would help us. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about being part of the pan¬ 
tomime society? 

I love that fact that whilst, ultimately, we are all work¬ 
ing to put on the best amateur show we possibly can, 
rehearsals are relaxed and fun; let's face it, we all have 
busy, stressful lives and this is something we choose 
to do in our spare time, to take our minds off these 
pressures just for a while. I have been fortunate 
enough to make some wonderful friends, and I truly 
feel that we are just one big, happy panto family 

• ARE you a member of any other local groups? 

I am proud to be a member of the Lyme Regis Musical 
Theatre group. I joined in 2015 when they were stag¬ 
ing "Evita" as I was bored after panto finished. Al¬ 
though I was slightly nervous about joining, I was 
made to feel so welcome by the existing members, 
and I have made some great friends here as well. I ab¬ 
solutely loved playing Mary Patrick in their production 
of "Sister Act" in May and I am looking forward to tak¬ 
ing part in "Thoroughly Modern Millie" next year. 

Most recently I joined the musical theatre group in 
Bridport after I watched my son Harvey, who took part 
in "West Side Story" with them last year, and was 
blown away by the acting, singing and general pro¬ 
fessionalism of the production. I played a small part 
in their production of "Crazy For You" a couple of 
weeks ago, which was a fabulous experience with a 
standing ovation on the first night! 

• DO you have any other hobbies? 

I like to try and keep fit - I enjoy Zumba, Fitsteps and 
line dancing, as well as pilates. I also love cooking. I

PCC: are councils being ambitious enough with reorganisation plans? 


DORSET'S Police and Crime Commissioner has 
expressed disappointment regarding the re¬ 
cently announced consultation on the future of 
the county's local government and doubts its 
democratic process. 

PCC Martyn Underhill notes that residents are 
being given four options of how they would like 
to see their local authorities set-up to deliver ser¬ 
vices to our community. 

The first option comprises the councils doing 
nothing, whilst the other three options split up 
the Dorset councils into two areas of varying size. 

Mr Underhill said: "Just like policing, local au¬ 
thorities have to save money in times of auster¬ 
ity. 

"We have set up a strategic alliance with Devon 
and Cornwall Police, generating multi-million 
pound savings and protecting front line services. 

"The government's devolution agenda goes a 
step further, enabling local authorities to work 
even closer together and it is vital Dorset resi¬ 
dents share their views on the proposals. 

"As the only person elected to represent the 
whole of Dorset, I am surprised and disap¬ 
pointed by the consultation. 

"This proposal is the biggest democratic 
change in our county in a generation and could 
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offer an exciting transformation of public ser¬ 
vices, with joined up services at less cost, there¬ 
fore delivering better value for the people of 
Dorset. It is an opportunity missed. 

"I make these comments from a democratic 
point of view, not a political one. I am concerned 
by the lack of democratic process being 
adopted; indeed, I challenge that process. 

"I challenge firstly because the consultation 
planned will clearly not reach all of my con¬ 
stituents - it will be lucky to reach one in ten. 

"A referendum would reach everyone but this 
is not on offer, despite costing only about one 
per cent of the projected savings of the clearly 
favoured option. 

"Surely this would be money well spent to 
achieve a clear and fully democratic mandate 
that government would struggle to ignore. 

"Secondly, I dispute how the council officers 
can state the consultation is as'neutral and im¬ 
partial as possible'. 

"The consultation sets out limited options and 
is heavily biased towards one option, mainly on 


financial grounds, which is worrying." 

Of the options available, Mr Underhill felt that 
there was not enough information to properly 
inform the public and also questions why the sin¬ 
gle Dorset unitary authority was removed, stat¬ 
ing a business case was 'worked up' which 
predicted savings of a further £5million. 

He added:"We deliver emergency services and 
health services in a joined up pan Dorset way - 
or bigger in relation to fire and ambulance - why 
can't we deliver a pan Dorset unitary as well? 

"Everyone involved in this debate should be 
seeking to do the right thing for the people of 
Dorset, the best thing for my constituents. 

"They should not be driven by what they feel 
they can achieve. By setting sights low they have 
hampered what could be a real chance to deliver 
better, more cost effective public services across 
our county. That saddens me. 

"In summary, the residents of Dorset, the peo¬ 
ple responsible for electing the very public ser¬ 
vants who make up local authorities, are the 
people who should decide. 

"Give those people, all of whom I was elected 
to represent, the opportunity to make an in¬ 
formed decision. 

"Give them all of the facts, not some of them, 


and then hold a referendum. Let the people of 
Dorset speak, not the politicians."

Literary and Scientific Institute redevelopment: 
response to concerns over East Street site works 


THE chairman of the project behind 
the redevelopment of the Bridport 
Literary and Scientific Institute has 
responded to concerns raised by res¬ 
idents and businesses owners over 
the works. 

The project, by Bridport Area De¬ 
velopment Trust (BADT), has been 
six years in the planning and will 
take 53 weeks to complete but pedes¬ 
trian safety, lack of consultation and 
a detrimental effect on local busi¬ 
nesses were highlighted as problems. 

A temporary pavement has since 
been installed and Michael Carter 
has written an open letter hoping to 
address these concerns. 

He has highlighted that the site is 
‘landlocked’ with no alternative ac¬ 
cess than from East Street. 

He said: “Currently, the contractor 
is engaged in an enabling phase of 
work which is necessary before the 
main scaffold can be erected. 

“This involves some internal demo¬ 
lition and the removal of the existing 
ramp on East Street and explains the 
rather untidy and temporary nature of 
the site enclosure at this time. 

“Once the scaffold is erected, 
hoardings will be put in place which 
will facilitate the installation of a 
planned community schools art pro¬ 
ject and provide for some conces¬ 
sionary advertising of local 
businesses and present an altogether 
tidier site set up for the duration of 
the project.” 

When the scaffold is erected, it will 
span the pavement to the front of the 
kerb to provide for the contractor’s 
facilities. 

Mr Carter also addressed safety 
concerns for pedestrians due to the 
pavement being closed, which had 
been highlighted by residents and 
surrounding business owners. 

He added: “The resulting traffic 
plan agreed with the town surveyor 
and approved by DCC relied on 
pedestrians crossing East Street at 


the existing zebra crossing and re¬ 
turning to the north side via the traf¬ 
fic islands located east of Barrack 
Street. 

“This has proved to be too far away 
and cannot be a controlled crossing 
due to its proximity with the entrance 
to the East Street car park. Alterna¬ 
tive locations have been considered 
at the bottom of Barrack Street but 
are not considered workable due to 
the streetscape and the proximity of 
the contractor’s compound. 

“The issue of safety has arisen be¬ 
cause the public have chosen not to 
observe the provisions put in place 
which has led DCC highways and the 
contractor to reconsider the approved 
plan. 

“This has resulted in a pedestrian 
walkway between a reduced skip 
compound and the road. 

“This arrangement will require 
careful management by the contrac¬ 
tor as between disposal of rubbish 
and passing pedestrians and will re¬ 
quire closure at times to allow for 
lorries to drop off/collect skips.” 

Mr Carter admitted he did not con¬ 
sult with the businesses in Barrack 
Street but did visit those in East 
Street to explain the forthcoming 
plans. 

He said: “I personally consulted 
with all of the businesses within im¬ 
mediate proximity of the institute ex¬ 
plaining on the proposed contractors 
compound, loss of car parking to 
maintain two way traffic, closure of 
the pavement on the north side of 
East Street [and] planned duration of 
the work over a 12 month pro¬ 
gramme. 

“I regret that I did not have the 
foresight to consult with Barrack 
Street traders, which, as I understand 
it, is where most of the complaints 
have stemmed from. 

“I have now met with the parties 
who I know have raised concerns and 
have explained the background and 


the measures that have been taken to 
mitigate their concerns. 

“The Bridport Area Development 
Trust’s aim has always been to re¬ 
store this important historic asset for 
the town, to safeguard its ongoing vi¬ 
ability and it’s future structurally, 
culturally and socially. 

“As a community project, it is dis¬ 
appointing that, after six years in the 
planning, the start of physical work 
on site should have caused upset in 
the town. The very nature of the pro¬ 
ject means that there will inevitably 


be some disruption and inconve¬ 
nience whilst the work is carried out 
and we hope that the town will show 
some understanding and support for 
the project in acknowledgement of 
the benefit that it will deliver in the 
long term. 

“In the meantime, we shall now 
continue together with the contractor 
to liaise with all local businesses and 
try to help promote their own ideas 
for flagging, particularly the Barrack 
Street businesses whilst the work is 
undertaken.”

Child sex offender sentenced 


A ‘HORRIFIC’ child sex offender from Bridport has 
been given a life sentence. David Shepherd, 60, who 
travelled to the Philippines to sexually abuse children 
as young as eight, was handed a 28-year prison term 
at Dorchester Crown Court. 

The court heard how Mr Shepherd would fly to the 
country in South East Asia and record himself com¬ 
mitting serious sexual offences, including rape, against 
young children. 

Shepherd also paid for and directed live shows over 
the internet in which children as young as 17-months- 
old were sexually abused. 

He was also found with a large collection of movies 
that he had produced, and tens of thousands of inde¬ 
cent images and videos of children on his computer 
and hard drives that he had downloaded. 

Such was the severity of his offences, the case was 
split into three. The first dealt with him arranging and 
facilitating child sex offences after which he flew to 
the Philippines to rape and abuse children; the second 
related to possessing indecent images and videos; and 
the third for arranging and facilitating child sex of¬ 
fences over the internet and the producing of indecent 
movies and images of children. 

The hearings were subject to reporting restrictions, 
which were lifted following the conclusion of the third 
case. 

Following the first trial, that finished on Wednesday, 
August 3rd, he was found guilty of 22 counts of sexual 
offences against children including rape, attempted 
rape, assault by penetration, inciting a child to engage 
in sexual activity, arranging or facilitating commission 
of a child sex offence, taking indecent photographs of 
a child, producing indecent movies of children and 
paying for sexual services of a child. 

The proposed second and third trials did not take place 
as the following day Shepherd pleaded guilty to possess¬ 
ing 20,207 indecent images and videos of children. 

At a Dorchester Crown Court hearing on Monday, 
August 8th, Shepherd pleaded guilty to 10 counts of 
arranging and facilitating a child sex offence - which 
involved around 100 videos - and two counts of mak¬ 
ing indecent images of children. 

He was sentenced at the same court on Wednesday, 
August 31st and told he would serve a minimum of 14 
years in prison. 

Shepherd was arrested on Tuesday, November 10th 
2015 at The Loders Arms pub, near Bridport, where 
he had been landlord for the previous six months. His 
arrest followed a detailed investigation led by Dorset 
Police’s Paedophile Online Investigation Team 
(POLIT). 

The team launched an extensive examination of his 
computers and digital storage devices that uncovered 
thousands of indecent images and videos of children. 
It revealed that the full extent of his offending had 
been going on since 2007. 

POLIT delved deeper into his offending and found 
that he had travelled to the Philippines and sexually 
abused four girls under the age of 13 years. A number 
of movies that were located on his devices clearly

showed Shepherd abusing these children. 

Further examinations revealed that Shepherd also 
used Yahoo messenger when he was in the UK to con¬ 
tact other paedophiles in the Philippines and directed 
at least 76 live sex shows involving Filipino children. 

The court heard that during police interviews Shep¬ 
herd denied visiting and meeting the children in the 
Philippines, despite evidence including videos of him 
abusing children, travel tickets and financial records 
indicating otherwise. 

Detective Constable David Baker, of Dorset Police’s 
POLIT, said: “I am satisfied with the sentence handed 
down by the courts. David Shepherd is an individual 
who presents a serious risk and danger to young chil¬ 
dren. For many years he has used the internet to com¬ 
mission live sexual abuse which he recorded. 

“Such was Shepherd’s arrogance of his offending he 
pleaded not guilty despite the overwhelming visual ev¬ 
idence against him. 

“This evidence showed harrowing images of very 
young children being abused and degraded in the most 
vile manner. 

“The jury in the first trial saw through his lies and 
their verdict has gone a long way to prevent innocent 
children being harmed by Shepherd again. I would like 
to take the time to thank the jury for remaining strong 
throughout the trial, during which they had to endure 
watching videos of Shepherd abusing young children. 

“My final message to those involved in the abuse of 
children on the internet in the UK or overseas or those 
who choose to download and share indecent images 
of children is that your activity will be discovered, you 
will be arrested and you will be brought to justice re¬ 
gardless of where your offending takes place. Interna¬ 
tional borders do not exist when it comes to the sexual 
abuse of children.”

How will local NHS services 
cope with rising population? 


AS MANY people will not be 
aware, Dorset - including both 
its urban and rural areas - is re¬ 
quired to build 73,000 houses 
by 2030. 

This in turn will mean that the 
population of Dorset will in¬ 
crease by at least 150,000. 

The question arises: will 
the NHS, already understaffed 
and seriously underfunded, 
cope with such a rise in popu¬ 
lation? 

I ask as under the latest pro¬ 
posed reorganisation of the 
NHS, the Sustainability and 
Transformation Plan (STP), in¬ 
creasingly known as Slash, 
Trash and Privatise, argues that 
Dorset NHS cannot sustain its 
present service now comprised 


of 135 primary care sites and 13 
community hospitals with 
beds. 

This is, of course, before tak¬ 
ing into account the fact that 
the population of Dorset could 
increase by 150,000 in 2030. 

Bridport itself is also faced 
with a huge rise in population, 
and there are doubts that our 
medical centre will cope, espe¬ 
cially with an ever increasing el¬ 
derly population. 

Here, according to a doctor 
friend of mine, Bridport will re¬ 
quire at least 2.7 extra doctors 
to cope with its estimated rise 
in population. 

It therefore asks the question: 
how many doctors will be re¬ 
quired by 2030 not only in 


Dorset, but in Bridport? 

Also with specific regard to 
Bridport, what is the future of 
the Bridport Community Hos¬ 
pital? 

According to Pulse, a maga¬ 
zine for GPs, it argues that GPs 
'have been left largely in the 
dark' regarding these STP 
plans. 

Surely, given the importance 
of the matter, it is time that we 
were told the truth as to the fu¬ 
ture of the NHS in Dorset; espe¬ 
cially so as to whether it will be 
able to cope with such a rise in 
its population?

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Cliff fall dog 'thanks'rescuers 



A DOG that fell 80 metres down 
the cliff face near Seatown is now 
on the road to recovery. 

Golden retriever'Winston'was 
rescued by coastguards on Bank 
Holiday Monday after the fall 
and luckily only suffered a bro¬ 
ken leg. 

His owners say he is recovering 
well in an update to West Bay 
Coastguard. 

A social media post written by 
his owners, posing as Winston, 
said: "Hello everyone, thought 
you would like to see my new 
bandage. 

"I am much better now, I'm a bit 
more mobile, I'm going into hos¬ 
pital nextTuesday to have a plate 
fitted, won't be able to go for 
walks for a little while but should 
make a full recovery. 

"A big 'woof'from a very grate¬ 
ful Winston. Xxx" 

Winston was rescued by West 
Bay and Lyme Regis coastguards 
on Bank Holiday Monday. 

Rescue officers found him lying 
in a bramble thicket around 80 
metres down from the top of the 
cliff. 

A cliff technician was lowered 
down to rescue the dog who was 
put in a dog rescue bag and 
pulled backup. 

A spokesperson for West Bay 
Coastguard said: "Lovely to get 


such a positive update from what 
was a very lucky Winston, espe¬ 
cially as he was rescued from 80 
meters down the cliff face. 

"We want to thank Winston's 
owners for the update and wish 
him a full and speedy recovery. 


"While this incident has had a 
very happy outcome, it should 
also serve as a warning to dog 
walkers, as not many dog rescues 
end this well. 

"Always keep your dog on a 
lead on the cliffs as some dogs, 
especially smaller ones, can not 
easily see the cliff edge and 
never, ever attempt a self rescue. 
Instead dial 999 and ask for the 
coastguard."

Autumn Safety Tips 

THERE'S nothing like the crisp, cool air and 
luscious foliage to get you excited for the 
changing seasons. But fall is also a time of 
lurking dangers for our furry friends. 

Below are some tips to keep your pet happy 
and healthy this autumn: 

Be Cautious of Rodenticides and Cold 
Weather Poisons: The use of rat and mouse 
poisons increase in the fall as rodents seek 
shelter from the cooler temperatures by at¬ 
tempting to move indoors. Rodenticides are 
highly toxic to pets and, if ingested, the re¬ 
sults could be fatal. 

Many people choose autumn as the time to 
change their car's engine coolant. Ethylene 
glycol-based coolants are highly toxic, so 
spills should be cleaned up immediately. 

Keep School Supplies Out of Paws' Reach: 
Autumn is back-to-school time, and those of 
you with young children know that means 
stocking up on items like glue sticks, pencils 
and magic markers. Although these items are 
considered low toxicity to pets, gastrointesti¬ 
nal upset and blockages can occur if in¬ 
gested. Be sure your children keep their 
school supplies out of your pet's reach. 

Steer Clear of Mushrooms: Autumn and 
spring are mushroom seasons. While 99% of 
mushrooms have little or no toxicity, the 1% 
that are highly toxic can cause life-threaten¬ 
ing problems in pets. Since most toxic mush¬ 
rooms are difficult to distinguish from 
nontoxic ones, the best way to prevent pets 
from ingesting these poisonous plants is to 
keep them away from areas where any mush¬ 
rooms are growing. 

Watch Out for Wildlife: Autumn is the sea¬ 
son when snakes are preparing for hiberna¬ 
tion, increasing the possibility of bites to 
those unlucky pets who find themselves in 
the wrong place at the wrong time. Pet par¬ 
ents should know what kinds of venomous 
snakes may be lurking in their environ¬ 
ment—and where those snakes are most 
likely to be found—so pets can be kept out 
of those areas.

AT the Climate Change conference in 
Paris in December 2015, Britain made 
a commitment to reduce its carbon 
dioxide emissions by 80% by 2050; 
shorter term targets on renewable en¬ 
ergy and greenhouse gases are en¬ 
shrined in UK and international law. 
The cheapest way to achieve carbon 
reduction is more efficient use of en¬ 
ergy, particularly in the domestic sec¬ 
tor.

They are a great chance to get 
the facts and find inspiration on how 
to make a difference.This is the fourth 
year that this event has been organ¬ 
ised by Transition Town Bridport. 

Many of these are older homes (in¬ 
cluding one listed building) which 
have been retro-fitted with better in¬ 
sulation, solar panels and double- 


glazed windows. Others have been 
built in recent years to a higher stan¬ 
dard, and include using the Sun to 
heat the house passively, collecting 
rainwater, and efficient ventilation 
systems. Others still have focussed on 
building materials which emit less car¬ 
bon dioxide gas during their lifetime 
-for example two of these homes are 
built with straw bales, lime render and 
recycled paper insulation which all 
have low'embodied energy'. 

With several proposed develop¬ 
ments in Bridport, including 
Vearse farm and the area 
around St Michaels and the 
old coal works, there has been 
a demand for affordable 
housing. But a cheaply built 
house may be a false econ¬ 
omy, taking into account the 
running costs of building inef¬ 
ficient buildings, and the 
need for expensive retrofits 
further down the road. De¬ 
mand for low or zero energy 
homes is growing, and they 
do not cost much ore to build. 

Visitors to EcoHomes in pre¬ 
vious years have spoken 
about learning from other 
peoples' experience about 
what works and what doesn't. 


All the hosts are voluntarily opening 
their homes and their enthusiasm, 
knowledge and impartiality makes a 
powerful and inspiring experience for 
visitors. 

Along with the open homes are 
three talks on retro-fitting insulation, 
smarter living, and Bridport Co-hous¬ 
ing.

Coastal organisations get together 
to boost beach cleaning in Dorset 


PEOPLE along the Dorset coast passionate 
about their beaches are being encouraged to 
take part in the Great British Beach Clean 
this year as volunteer numbers dwindle. 

The Marine Conservation Society (MCS), 
the UK’s leading marine charity, is joining 
forces with two South West-based environ¬ 
mental charities to boost its autumn beach 
cleaning initiative in Dorset. 

The Great British Beach Clean - from 
September 16th to September 19th - annually 
attracts thousands of volunteers who help 
clean hundreds of beaches all around 
the UK, but in Dorset last year, only nine 
beaches were cleaned by less than 200 volun¬ 
teers. 

This year MCS has teamed up with Litter 
Free Coast and Sea, a small community 
campaign, to reduce beach litter and im¬ 
prove water quality in Dorset and east 
Devon, and the local Surfers Against 
Sewage (SAS) representative for Dorset, 
Jess Bone. 

Lauren Eyles,MCS beachwatch manager, 
said: “We are really keen to see more vol¬ 
unteers out on Dorset beaches in 2016 and 
we would like to see more beaches in the 
county being cleaned too. 

“Last year, our volunteers collected over 
4,000 items of litter from just nine beaches. 
Our data revealed over 3,000 items of litter 
for every kilometre of coastline we cleaned 
in Dorset, which is just below the national 
average. 

“With the country relying heavily on 
tourism, it is vital that beaches are litter free 
to ensure visitors return again and again to 
its many beautiful coastal areas. 

“We would love to see people heading to 


the Dorset coastline and helping clean up 
the county’s beaches. 

“Last year nine beaches were cleaned in 
Dorset and we would like that figure to rise in 
2016, so please get in touch if you fancy either 
running a beach clean or helping at one.” 

Natalie Poulter, from Litter Free Coast 
and Sea, says that Dorset’s communities 
previously had a great track record for get¬ 
ting involved in taking care of the county’s 
beaches. 

She said: “In April more than 800 people 
took part in the Great Dorset Beach Clean 
and we would love even more to join in this 
September for the Great British Beach 
Clean. 

“We are working with partner organisa¬ 
tions and community groups to cover as

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15 SMART TIPS TO GET YOUR 
HOME READY FOR AUTUMN 


COOLER temperatures and pretty soon falling 
leaves serve as a reminder that the fall season is 
fast approaching. As the seasons change, so do 
our activities and home needs. Even though 
summer is not quite over yet, it's a good time to 
do some seasonal maintenance to keep your 
home running smoothly. The weather can 
change quickly, especially if you live in a colder 
climate and you don't want to be caught unpre¬ 
pared. A bit of attention now will save costly re¬ 
pairs and aggravation later. 

1. Check for drafts: Feel for drafts around the 
edges of windows and doors. A good tip is to use 
a lighted candle and if the flame flickers, there's 
most likely a draft. If necessary, replace seals and 
repair caulking around window and doorframes. 
Consider buying heavier or insulated drapery for 
especially drafty windows. 

2. Have your furnace inspected: Hire an HVAC 
professional to test for leaks, check heating effi¬ 
ciency, and change the filter. They can also do a 
carbon monoxide check to ensure air safety. It's 
also a good idea to stock up on extra air filters 
and change them every few months. 



3. Winterize air conditioning: If your home has 
central air conditioning, (and you live in a climate 
where you won't need it any longer,) it may be 
necessary to cover your outdoor unit for winter. 
If you use window air conditioning units, remove 
them or cover to prevent air leaks. 

4. Programmable thermostat: Buy a pro¬ 
grammable thermostat, if you don't have one. If 
you already have one, check the temperature 
settings. Setting your thermostat to lower the 
temperature automatically at night and when 
you're not home, can result in substantial cost 
savings. 

5. Test home safety devices: Replace the bat¬ 
teries in all smoke detectors and carbon monox¬ 
ide devices and test to make sure they're 
working properly. 

6. Clean humidifiers: Replace old filters and 
clean inside compartment. Vinegar is inexpen¬ 
sive and works well. 

7. Do a roof check: You should be able to do at 
least a visual inspection of the roof from the 
ground. Grab some binoculars to get a closer 
look or if you're able and can do so safely, climb 



on up for a better view. Look for missing, dam¬ 
aged, or loose shingles. If your roof is flat, you 
may need to remove leaves and debris. 

8. Check the chimney and fireplace: If you 
have a wood fireplace and use it often, have your 
chimney cleaned and inspected by a profes¬ 
sional. 

9. Stock up on firewood: Order enough fire¬ 
wood for the season. If you gather your own fire¬ 
wood, make sure it's dry and ready. It's best to 
cover firewood and store away from the house 
for safety reasons. 



10. Inspect siding: Check home exterior for 
cracks or holes. Repair them yourself or hire a 
professional. 

11. Clean the gutters: Hire a service to clear 
your gutters or do it yourself. Remove leaves, 
nests, and debris from gutters and check for 
leaks. 

12. Check water drainage: Rainwater down¬ 
spouts need to be clear of obstructions and di¬ 
rect water away from foundations, walkways, and 
driveways. Add extensions to downspouts if nec¬ 
essary. 

13. Inspect trees: Check for damaged limbs 
that may break or that are too close to power 
lines or the roof. 

14. Put away seasonal furniture: Clean and 
store seasonal outdoor furniture. Remove and 
clean cushions. Wash and dry furniture and store 
in a dry place over winter. 



15. Organise the shed: As your shed is filling 
up with summer items in storage it's a good time 
to organise and clean out the shed. Move sum¬ 
mer items to the back and winter stuff up front 
for better access. Also, remove any liquids that 
will freeze. 

As you're enjoying the last bits of summer, 
make sure that your home is prepared for the 
coming fall season. Preventative maintenance 
now will save money on expensive emergency 
repairs and wasted energy costs. Properly main¬ 
taining your home also enhances its value and 
appeal and is less effort than managing a crisis 
later. When the chilly weather approaches you 
and your home will be ready.

Dozens more communities to benefit from 
Superfast Dorset fibre broadband roll-out 


DOZENS more local communi¬ 
ties in West Dorset are to benefit 
from the roll-out of superfast 
broadband, thanks to a strong de¬ 
mand for the high-speed fibre 
technology by local households 
and businesses. 

More than 26 per cent of cus¬ 
tomers in the Superfast Dorset 
area have already chosen to take 
up the service, triggering a ‘gain- 
share’ award under the terms of 
the contract with BT to be used to 
further extend the fibre roll-out. 

More than 800 premises in 31 
areas have just been added to the 
Superfast Dorset roll-out plans for 
next year as a result of the high 
take-up and efficiencies in deliv¬ 
ery, which together are worth 
more than £1 million. These areas 
include Askerswell, Broadoak and 
Drimpton. 

Colin Jamieson, Dorset County 
Council cabinet member for econ¬ 
omy and growth, said: “Under its 


initial contract with BT, the Super¬ 
fast Dorset programme receives a 
refund if take-up reaches a certain 
point. As this has been achieved, 
the money will be used to extend 
the network to areas previously 
outside the planned coverage area 
which is great news. 

“Investing public money in fibre 
broadband helps sustain our rural 
communities and maintains 
Dorset’s competitive edge as a 
business destination. It also allows 
homeowners to do things that 
need a faster internet connection 
like accessing skills and learning, 
entertainment and other social 
connections.” 

In total during 2017, more than 
4,000 Dorset premises will be pro¬ 
vided with access to fibre broad¬ 
band as a result of the Superfast 
Dorset programme. 

Superfast Dorset is working to

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5 TIPS FOR AN EXTERIOR MAKEOVER 


1. If your home has a 
painted exterior, it 
won't stay looking 
good forever because the weather will take its 
toll. The easiest way to give the exterior a new 
look is to paint it a different colour, using a 
high-quality masonry paint. Even if you're 
happy with the existing colour, repainting it 
can work wonders. Discoloured, peeling and 
patchy paint isn't pretty or practical, and can 
lead to damage that's expensive to repair.

2. While you can rarely be as adventurous with 
the colours you use on the outside of your 
home as the inside, you don't necessarily have 
to stick to white, cream or magnolia. However, 
you do need to consider what will go with 
your neighbours' houses, if there any restric¬ 
tions (such as planning ones) on the colours 
you can use, and what suits the style and pe¬ 
riod of the building. 

3. Having the exterior of your home rendered 
can really smarten it up, even if it's just the 
front. Coloured renders are available, so if you 
find a colour you like, you won't need to paint 
the render, saving time, effort and money. 
With modern-looking properties, wooden 
cladding (or faux wooden cladding) can work 
well, especially on the front.

4. Another good way to improve the front of 
your home, especially if it's plain and lacking 
character, is to add a porch.The porch should, 
of course, be in keeping with the style of the 
building and needn't be elaborate - a small 


roof and something 
to hold up the roof 
may suffice. Chang¬ 
ing the windows and front door, or replacing 
an unsightly porch, can also make a big differ¬ 
ence to the look of your home. If it's a period 
property with ugly modern windows, for ex¬ 
ample, fitting period-style windows will trans¬ 
form the exterior, and interior, and probably 
make it warmer and quieter too. 

5. Before you start changing the exterior, find 
out if there are any restrictions on what you 
can and can't do. Listed buildings usually can't 
be altered without obtaining listed building 
consent from the local council, for example. If 
you live on 'designated land', which includes 
conservation areas, you may not be able to do 
what you want with your home's exterior, or 
you may need planning permission, especially 
if your home's permitted development rights 
have been removed. Click on the porch, exter¬ 
nal walls, windows, etc, on the Interactive 
House at www.planningportal.co.uk to find 
out more.

PRODUCTS OF THE WEEK 

The weather's nice at the moment, but this 
summer's been pretty rainy, making it hard to 
get exterior painting done, especially using 
slow-drying oil-based paints. However, Dulux 
Trade Weathershield Quick Dry Exterior Satin 
in Pure Brilliant White (£49.63 for 2.5ltr, B&Q) 
makes it possible to protect exterior wood¬ 
work and get a good finish in no time. It's 
water based and dries extremely quickly 
(often in minutes), so if you have to dodge 
showers, you can, but it still provides six years 
of protection against the elements and covers 
extremely well, unlike many water-based 
white wood paints. If you're painting previ¬ 
ously painted woodwork, use Dulux Trade 
Weathershield Quick Dry Exterior Undercoat 
(£45.63 for 2.5ltr, B&Q) first, which also dries 
quickly and covers really well. 

HOW-TO TIP 

A quick way to paint pebbledash is with a 
(deep-pile) roller, but you'll also have to go 
over it with a paintbrush to cover all the bits 
the roller has missed - you'll need to work the 
brush in well, so don't use a good one. If you 
just use a brush, you can cover all the peb¬ 
bledash in one go, but it will be time consum¬ 
ing. Painting brickwork is similar - the roller 
will cover the faces of the bricks, but the mor¬ 
tar between the bricks will usually have to be 
done with a paintbrush, so it will take a while.
